OIL FROM FRUIT STONES. 

Germany is preparing to take step- 
toward relieving her shortage of oils 
and fruits by extracting an oil from the 
kernels of fruit-stones, such as the 
pits ot the plum and I ho cherry, both 
of which grow freely there. The pits 
are poiled in a calcium chloride solu- j 
tion. which separates the kernel from 
i;s .-' ell. The oil is expressed from 
the kernels. The chief difficulty Una 
in the fact that the kernels of such 
fruits, especially the peach, contain 
minute quantities of hydrocyanic acid 
sometimes called oil of bitter almonds. 
This is extremely poisonous, but spc 
cial methods have resulted in its 
presence being reduced to a mere 
negligible trace, according to the re 
ports.
